‘TRUST'S EXPENDITURE 


Mr. Cyril E. Browne, Director of the Trust 
in the Irish Free State, stated in evidence 
that from 1st January, 1924, to 3ist March, 
1934, the Trust had received £295,481 in rent 
for cottages in the twenty-six counties, and 
£4,727 in miscellaneous receipts—a total of 
£300,208. On maintenance of the houses alone 
during the period £80,743 had been expended. 
Expenditure on rates, administration, insur- 
ance, etc., and the placin 
reserve, brought the 
| against the receipts to £297,028. 
and balance of revenue were in the hands of 
the Trust’s headquarters in London, under 
control of the Treasury. 

The reserve fund had increased to £150,000 
by means of interest and market appreciation 
of capital, but £10,000 had been withdrawn 
including law costs, leavin, 
That included 
liquid asset of the Trust, except a small sum 
kept in Dublin for weekly outgomgs. ‘Not a 
farthing could be taken out of reserve without 
Treasury approval.

DUKE’S APPEAL 
SUCCEEDS

CONVICTION QUASHED 


- 


The Duke of Manchester's appeal against, 
his conviction at the Old Bailey was allowed 
by the Court of Criminal Appeal vesterday, 
and the conviction was quashed. The Duke 
had been sentenced by the Recorder (Sir 
Holman Gregory, K.C.), on May 10, to nine 
months’ imprisonment on a charge of obtain- 
ing sums of £400 and £250 by false pretences. 

The Duke was stated at the trial to have 
pledged with a pawnbroker. certain pieces of 
jewellery which were not his property, and 
by. representing that they were his to dispose 
of, he was stated to have succeeded in raising 
a loan upon them. The jewellery was said 
to be part of that left by the late Consuelo, 
Duchess of Manchester upon trust, which per- 
mitted the pieces to be lent first to the Duke’s 
first wife, Helena, Duchess of Manchester, 
and then to his second wife, Kathleen, 
Duchess of Manchester. 

The Court which heard the Duke’s appeal 
yesterday was composed of the Lord Chief 
Justice (Lord Hewart), Mr. Justice Avory 
and Mr. Justice Lawrence. 

The Duke was not present to hear the argu- 
ments in the appeal, which also included an 
application for leave to appeal against 
sentence, should the conviction be affirmed. 

Lord Hewart, in giving judgment, saidethat 
it was of vital importance that the clearest 
possible direction should be given to the jury, 
first of all as to the nature of the defence, 
and secondly as to its meaning. With great 
respect to the learned Recorder, said Lord 
Hewart, it is not possible to read the summing 
up without feeling that the jury were led to 
believe that the defence put forward was that 
the appellant could not be guilty of the 
offence alleged, because he intended to repay. 
Of course, there was no suggestion, nor could 
any person having knowledge of the criminal 
law dream of suggesting that. the mere inten- 
tion to repay was a defence in any such pro- 
ceedings. The importance of the intention to 
repay was that it was an important ingredient 
for the jury to consider upon the question of 
what was the frame of mind of the appellant. 
It was the duty of the learned Recorder to 
direct the jury, and not in a single sentence, 
but clearly, and with the fullest exposition of 
its meaning, that the burden of proof was on 


the prosecution to satisfy the jury that here 


was an intent to defraud. The proper direc- 
tion here to the jury was to say that they 
should not convict the appellant unless they 
were satisfied, not only that he did not, but 
could not, have the view that he was entitled 
to do what he did. 

A very important element, in that matter 
was the opinion of the learned counsel. It 
was not clearly suggested—and such a sugges- 
tion: should have been made without any 
ambiguity—that it was an opinion dishonestly 
obtained, or obtained on instructions § de- 
liberately falsified. In the absence of any 


clear suggestion that the opinion was fraudu- | 


lently obtained by or for the Duke, it must 
be treated as a document worthy of considera- 
tion, but in the summing up it was hardly 
mentioned at all. With all due respect to tho 
learned Recorder this summing up seems to 
us, said Lord Hewart, to be insufficient and 
unsatisfactory. Nor does it appear that if 
the summing up had been what it ought to 
have been this jury would certainly, or would 
inevitably, have arrived at the conclusion to 
which they came, 

The Duke afterwards was released from 
Wormwood Scrubbs Prison.

DUBLIN AND GALWAY 
FIGURES 

The number of persons in the Parliamen- 
tary constituency of Dublin County who can 
exercise the franchise at the coming by- 
vlection is 125,000 in a population of 188,691 
inhabitants... In the Galway Constituency 
there are 111,000 available electors in a popu- 
Jution of 169,566 inhabitants. The figures 
present a striking contrast to those of a 
century ago at the general election in 1832. 

At that time in County Dublin there were 
2? 025 voters on the Parliamentary Register in 
a population of 183,042 inhabitants; and in 
Galway County there were 3,057 voters in a 
ponulation of 394,887 inhabitants. In the 
(alway Town Constituency, which is now 
merged in the county, the electorate num- 
bered 2.062 in a population of 35,160 in- 
havitants. The electoral strength of the two 
ccnsfituencies of Dublin County in 1895 was 
Dublin, South, 10,550,. and Dublin, North, 
12,449—or a total of 22.999 voters. In the 
five Parliamentary divisions of Galway at 
chat time there were 33,135 names on the 
Parliamentary Register. There was a quali- 
fication then for the franchise, but under the 
scheme of adult suffrage, which was in. full 
force in 1927, the number of voters in the 
two constituencies was 110.840 for Dublin 
Covnty. and 101,256 for Galway, 

Dublin County is represented in Dail 
fireann by eight deputies and Galway by 
nine, which is the largest number of any con- 
stituency in the Free: State. Dublin County, 
however, possesses the largest number of

JUDGMENT FOR £600

Judgment for £600 was given by Mr. Jus- 
tice Clauson, in the Chancery Division, Lon- 
don, yesterday, against Dr. Francis Hector 
McKenna and his wife, Dr. Catherine M. 
McKenna, who practise in partnership at 
Somerset road, Southall, in an action brought 
against them by Mr. William James Gal- 
braith, of Carrickmacross, County Monaghan, 
and Mr. James O’Neill McKenna, of South 
road, Southall, the executors of the late Dr. 
Peter McKenna, of Carrickmacross, The 
action was brought on promissory notes for a 
total of £600, signed on November, 1927. 

The defence was that the £600 was a gift 
by the late Dr. Peter McKenna to help his 
son and his daughter-in-law to set up in 
practice, and that when the promissory notes 
were given it was arranged that Dr. F. H. 
ainme and his wife should pay interest 
only. | 

Mr, J. F. W. Galbraith, K.C.. for the 
plaintiffs, said that the late Dr. Peter 
McKenna died in October, 1929, and the 
action was brought by his executors on pro- 


missory notes that contained the words 
‘“‘value received.” Dr. Francis Hector 
McKenna was the son of Dr. Peter 


McKenna, and. the defence set up was that 
the £600 was a gift to enable him and his 
wife to set up in practice, and that the ar- 
rangement was that they should pay interest 
until Dr. Peter McKenna repaid £600 bor- 
rowed from the bank on the security of life 
insurance policies. As that money had been 
paid out: of the insurance moneys on the 
death of the late Dr. Peter McKenna, the 
defendants counter-claimed for the cancella- 
tion of promissory notes. That defence was 
at, variance with the written document, and, 
therefore, was not one that could succeed. 

Mr. Mulligan, for the defendants, sub- 
mitted that. in this case there was a gift by 
Dr. Peter McKenna, both by presumption and 
in fact. Therefore, there was no considera- 
tion for the promissoty notes. 

Mr. Justice Clauson—There is no question 
of presumption. 

Mr. Mulligan agreed that he could not vary 
the ‘written document unless he could bring 
the case within the principle that the whole 
transaction was such that there could be no 
consideration for the promissory notes. 

His lordship gave judgment for the plain- 
tiffs for £600, plus interest that had aecrued 
since the date of the last payment, and dis- 
missed the defendants’ counter-claim for can- 
cellation of the promissory notes.

IRISH COAL AND TURF 


Answering Mr. R. Mulcahy (U.1., Dublin, 
N.), the MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND

The Aga Khan must be pleased with his 
association-as a breeder with this country ;

Incidentally yesterday s 
winner represents the fourth of Bland- 
ford’s sons to capture the Blue Riband 
within the past six years. 

Probably ome of the proudest spectators 
after the owner and connections at Epsom 
yesterday was His Majesty King George. 
The reason is that Frar’s Daughter, the 
dam of the winner, is by the 23-year-old 
Friar Marcus, one of the King's horses, 
who despite his years is still hale at the 
Sandringham Stud. 


The Aza Khan 


The Aga Khan, who is one of the world’s 
most notable figures, has been associated 
with England since 1902, when he attended 
the Coronation of King Edward as the 
guest of the nation. As a Chief of the 
first order, he is entitled to a salute of 11 
guns. The head of millions of Ishmaili 
Mahomedans, the Aga Khan, with a palace 
in Bombay, a villa at Antibes, and a stable 
and stud at Chantilly, as well as Sheshoon, 
in Kildare, is one of the greatest pillams of 
the Turf in the world, One of the highest 
bidders (and the other is Miss Paget) for 
good Irish bloodstock at the yearling sales, 
he also holds the record for haying paid 
the highest figure by private treaty when 
he gave £17,000 for a yearling named Ferri- 
doon—also Irish. The foundation of his 
racing and breeding interests were laid by 
tle Hon. George Lambton. Both he and 
his elder son, Prince Aly Khan, have been 
frequent visitors to Ireland. 

An authority on India, his'work, entitled

These conveyers 
were, by the way, supplied by “ grabs,’’ each 
ot which lifted two hundred tons at a time. 
Their labour seemed, to a non-tcechnician, 
almost worthless, for in the heat of the fur- 
nace the coal was in the twinkling of an eve, 
reduced to ashes and thereafter blown away 
by compressed water to the sea shore, south 
of the station. 

But inside the station there was a different 
tale to tell. : 

Here three sets of generators, ranging from 
5,000 to 20,000 kilowatt capacity—the biggest 
of them looking like a great greenbacked 
whale, spouting spray from her blow-hole, set 
the building a-stir with noise. A myriad 
dials, telling of ‘‘Sub-Feed to Port and 
Docks’ and “ Trunk Feeder to Fleet street.”’ 
kent an o ive busy as a bee. 

The biggest part of the job was, however, 
yet to be seen. 

On the north-east side of the Pigeon House 
station men were working below sea. level 
and at the rate of three atmospheres—an 
extra air pressure of some 40lbs. per square 
inch—to ild a pump-house which will 
eventually draw water for the condensers 

rom the main channel of the Liffey about 
200 vards from the shore. 

Water for the Pigeon House boilers has 
been drawn up to the present from the coal 
harbour close by. The water, as may be 
expected, because of the erosion it causes, 
is somewhat dirty, and the E.S.B. spends 
approximately £1,000 per annum for each 
«<oudenser in the station. 

Accordingly, it has been decided to obtain 
cleaner water.and for this purpose twin cul- 
verts are being built below the bed of the 
river, where they will be safe from fouling 
by ‘anchors. In this scheme, naturally, the 
pump-house is a principal unit. Its floor, 
huilt upon a caisson, is being gradually sunk 
deeper and deeper, as the men, working in a 
compressed air chamber in its centre, dig 
eut more soil and silt below it. For everv 
aquare yard dug out the caisson—with, of 
weurse, its attendant pump-house equipment— 
sinks deeper. Eventually, when it reaches a 
stage at which it may be joined up with the 
twin culverts already mentioned, cement will 
Í be poured in to secure its foundations, and 
theresfter a new water supply will be avail- 
able for the station. :

LAND DIVISION 


As regards the general work of the Land 
Commission, the past year had witnessed a 
great advance in the work of land settlement. 
The Land Commission staff had broken al! 
records in the matter of land division. For 
the nine years 1926 to 1934, the average 


amount of untenanted land divided was 
44.534 acres per annum, and about 8,000 


acres on the Congested Districts Board and the 
Estates Commissioners’ estates. Last year, 
from April Ist, 1934, to March 3ist, 1935, 
the amount of untenanted land divided was 
over 102,000 acres. In addition, there was 
divided on Congested Districts Board and 
Estate Commissioners’ estates 21,500 acres, 
making a total division of almost 124.000 acres 
for the year. Over and above, there had 
heen during the vear a re-arrangement of 545 
Congested Districts Board holdings amounting 
to over 20,000 acres. During the wear 
100,468 acres were acquired under the 1923- 
"33 Land Acts, which contrasted favourably 
with 48,000 acres ,which was the average per 
vear for the previous nine years. The expen- 
diture-on improvements. was £318,723, against 
an average of £200.000 per annum over the 
same period. No effort would be spared to 
maintain and increase land settlement during 
the present year. 

During the past year, taking tenanted and 
‘untenanted Jands together, a total of 


£2,500,000 in Land Bonds was distributed. 


LAND ANNUITIES 


One of the most difficult tasks of the Land 
Commission during the past year had been 
the punctual collection of Land Purchase 
Annuities. The returns up to the 3lst 
March last showed that since the coming 
into operation of the Tiand Act of 1933 a 
total amount of £2.771.890 had been collected 
on account of revised Land Purchase annui- 
ties, leaving an arrear of £880,690 at that 
date. That was to say, that over -thrée- 
fourths of the total amount collectable had 
already been collected hy March Slst. and 
the arrears were being steadily reduced, ap- 
proximately £150,000 having been collected 
since March 3lst. 


| THE RATE OF WAGES 


| Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour) moved that the 
| estimate be referred back for consideration. 
| He drew attention to the wages paid in 
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where, he said, the workers were paid a 
wage of 22s..a week, while the rate, paid 
for the same work in an adjoining district 
was 28s. a week. He thought it was a very 
bad example on the part of the Government 
to allow such alow rate.

UNECONOMIC HOLDINGS 


Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) 
said that some years ago, before the de- 
pression had set in here or in any other 
country, a holding of £15 valuation was con- 
sidered an uneconomic one by the Land: Com- 
mission, who were to-day dividing land. into 
farms of £10 valuation. It was interest- 


ing to note that whilst the Minis- 
ter for’ Lands had stated that collec- 


tion of land annuities was tnproving, on the 
4th June, in the /ris Oifigiúil, there was 
the announcement that annuities under cer- 
tain heads, between Ist April and Ist June, 
1934, amounted to £88,700, whilst the 
amount under the same heads for the cor- 
peepona une Eres this year had dro 
£49,000. e was afraid that the i inister 
for Lands scarcely realised his responsibility 
in this matter. e remembered hearing the 
President, when in Opposition, referring to 
tenants who had to pay enhanced prices 
on estates which had been bought 
out, and raying that when his party got into 
office these cases would be remedied. Was 
any inquiry made as to whether such people 
as these were amongst those whose stock was 
being seized now? 

Mr, W. KENT (Ind., E. Cotk) said that 
there were also many derelict farms in the 
country, and he thought that many of the 
unemployed could be usefully given plots on 
these farms to till. He suggested that a 
Commission should be set, up to inquire into 
these cases where seizures were being made, 
and where farmers were not jn a position to 
pay they should be assisted by the Govern- 
ment to re-stock their farms, instead of 
having their property seized. 


“LEGALISED ROBBERY”

MR. DILLON AND CATTLE 
SEIZURES 


Mr. DILLON (U.L, Donegal). said it 
would make a cat sick to hear Deputy Kent 
getting up and making a rambling statement 
about what happened fifty years ago, whilst 
in his own..constituency..at..the..present time 
the property and stock of his neighbours were 
being taken by the orders’ of ‘the Minister 
for lands and sold for a tithe-of their value ; 
and Deputy Kent had not the courage nor 
the mankiness to get up and say one word in 
defence of these farmers. Why had not the 
deputy the courage t6 say a word about the 
80 head of cattle which were taken into Fer- 
moy the other day; sold for, £90 to. a Govern- 
ment agent, and then taken by that agent to 
Belfast, where they’ “weré ‘sold for £725, 
which went to. line thé potkets of the 
Government’s agent ?Why did not Deputy Kent 
say something about that, instead of all this 
rambling talk about. what happened in 1885? 
These farmers were being robbed under the 
cloak of legality by the Minister for Lands, 
and every deputy of the Fianna Fail Party 
who stood for action of that kind was a dis- 
grace to the country, and deserving of the 
censure of every decent man. 

God help this country, said Mr. Dillon, 
that it had not to-day the type of men it 
had during the land war of fifty years ago. 
If they had such men to-day this thing. would 
not last three months, let alone three. yeats. 

He wanted to know from the Minister for 
Lands if he stood over this legalised robbery. 
Even the worst of the landlords, like Clan-

There was no use for the Minister to close 


his eyes to the fact that if he was to take up 
the role of an evicting landlord in any area 
of the country the Land League spirit was 
going to be revived, and they were going to 
have a desperate pfight-dor the finish bet ween 
the farmers. and the Government. - To his 
mind no bigger catastrophe than that could 
happen the coúntry; He stiggested that 
instead of sériding oat the Sherfff and bailiffs 
to the houses of men who were unable to pay, 
the Minister should proceed for the recovery 
of the annuities by; thevordinary processes of 
law where the people were able to pay. The 
principles. of fixity of tenure had been de- 
fended before, and would be défended again.

Continuing, he said that, assuming that the 
Government were right in law in collecting 
land annuities, it was still his opinion that 
they were acting outrageously in collecting 
these moneys from unfortunate people whose 
sustenance they had destroyed.

CORK DEPUTY ORDERED TO 
RETIRE 


Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that he 
remembered Mr. Belton speaking at Rathcoole 
in 1926 and telling the Cumann na uGaedheal 
Government that the eyes of the whole 
country were on them fo see whether they 
would. continue to export the land anauities to 
Great Britain, and he had advocated in the 
District Court there that the land annuities 
should not be exported.

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.1.. Roscommon) inter- 
vened to point out that President de Valera 
had recently admitted that the annuities were 
heing extracted from this country by Great 
Britain, 

Mr. NORTON said he was not responsible 
for the speeches of the President. It was 
hypocrisy for Deputy MacDermot to suggest 
that the Opposition Party had not advocated 
the non-payment of land annuities. Ex- 
Deputy Heffernan, speaking in Clonmel in 
1932, advised farmers not to pay the 
annuities, and there was clear evidence that 
the Opposition had been engaged in a con- 
spiracy to advise the people not to pay 
annuities to an Insh Government. 

Mr. D. O'LEARY (U.1., North Cork)— You 
are a liar..

Mr. MacEOIN (U.I., Longford-Westmeath)

The War Spirit 


The address that Dr. Cohalan, Bishop 
of Cork, delivered at Ballincollig yester- 
day, is in the high tradition of his office. 
Like all sound criticism, we have no doubt 
that it will be assailed by one or another 
of the Free State’s political parties; for 
Ireland seems to have loct the attitude of 
mind which can recognise and applaud 
impartiality. In so far as the bishop's 
words are a condemnation of anybody, 
they are a condemnation of folly, rash- 
ness and lack of charity among all sorts 
and conditions of Irishmen. He expressed 
sympathy with the farmers whose livelli- 
hood has suffered from the Government’s 
stifinecked determination to fight the 
‘‘economic war” to the last ditch. He 
lamented the reintroduction into the Free 
State of the ‘‘ English methods of fifty 


, 


to sixty years ago,” under which jailings, 
seizure of goods and forced sales of stock 
for the non-payment of rates and annuities 
are becoming almost everyday incidents. 
Perhaps, his address would seem to bear 
hardly upon the Government; yet how 
could it be otherwise? Dr, Cohalan’s 
diocese of Cork is the scene to-day of 
violent dissension and party hatred such 
as Ireland has not known for a very long 
There is, on the one hand, what 
amounts to an organised campaign against 
the payment of rates and annuities; and

it is hard to say how many of the 
recusants are genuinely in want, and how 
many refuse to pay merely in order that 
the Government may be embarrassed. On 
the other hand, there is a widespread 
complaint, of the truth or falsity of which 
we cannot judge, that the Government’s 
agents are not impartial in the exercise 
of their duties—that mercy is extended 
to the Government's supporters but. is 
Both sides, as it 
must appear to every thinking person, are 
grievously in the. wrong, and both sides 
equally deserve the bishop’s condemna- 
tion. 

Yet, in the allocation of blame for these 
disturbed conditions in Cork, and in other 
counties, it is manifest that President de 
Valera and his Government must bear the

| largest share. They do not wish to rule 
| by means of evictions and imprisonments ; 


they have no desire to plunge the farmers 
into misery and want; they do not seek 
to revive the spirit of the Land League. 
Nevertheless, their short-sighted and arro- 
gant policy im regard to England has 
plunged the country into discontent, and 
it is the ultimate source of all the dis- 
orders of to-day. We have no doubt that 
President de Valera, when he began the 
economic war, was convinced of the 
honesty and righteousness of his course ; 
but, as time wore on, and its evil effects 
upon the country became increasingly 
evident, his clear duty was to arrange a 
truce, and the obstinacy which forbade 
him to discharge that duty is at the root 
of all the Free State’s present tribula- 
tions. So much is self-evident: we doubt 
if it would be denied even by the Presi- 
dent himself. Is a bishop, therefore, to 
be accused of ‘‘partiality’’ because he 
expresses what nobody denies? Is it 
reasonable to reproach Dr. Cohalan with 
“ partiality "’—as he will have been re- 
proached ‘many times before this day is 
out—because he has condemned a conflict 
that has done so much harm to Irish pros- 
perity, and has begun to do so much harm 
to Irish charity and Irish peace? A 
bishop has a charge over the morals of his 
flock. If he sees those morals suffer, if 
evil passions are growing, as the result of 
a political policy, it is his function to con- 
demn that policy. To act otherwise not 
only would be to fail in his first duty, 
but would be - partiality. of the worst 
order. 

<The worst legacy, of the economic war, 
in fact, is not the distress which it has 
brought in its train, the tightening of 
purses, and the loss of employment, but 
the new hatreds which jit has let loose 
upon our country. Bitterness between man 
and man in Ireland to-day is almost as 
great as it was during the civil strife of 
twelve"years ago, Can we wonder that 
Dr!

country into the morass of the economic 
war before the memory of the civil conflict 
of 1922-1923 had disappeared; for, we 
fear, he has destroyed all hope of unity 
in the Free State for a long time to come. 
Memories thrive on hardship: in peace 
they dwindle and vanish. For the sake of 
a new sympathy among our people, we 
hope and trust that the bishop’s words 
will not fall wpon barren ground. Presi- 
dent de Valera is not too late to arrest the 
Free State’s moral and national decline. 
—— ——--- 


America’s Problem 


The United States is just beginning to 
recover from the tremendous shock given 
to it by the decision of the Supreme Court 
last week, which pronounced Mr. Roose- 
velt's “New Deal’’ regulations to be 
invalid. Those regulations were the 
keystone of the prosperity which the 
President hoped to build from the ruins of 
the industrial depression. They repre- 
sented a great attempt to bring back 
employment, to stifle unfair competition, 
and to give to the workers a decent wage- 
level and proper hours of work. Before 
the scheme had had any real chance to 
prove its value, however, the keystone was 
removed, and at the moment fiobody 
knows if there is to be a total collapse. 
Since the Federal Congress no longer can 
claim the power to enforce its codes, many 
industries are bound to revert to the old 
order of things, and already there are 
rumours of impending strikes and a return 
to cut-throat competition. On the other 
hand, many important industries—notably 
the iron and steel industries—-are satisfied 
with the value of the codes, and are likely 
to follow them of their own free will. 
Meanwhile Mr, Roosevelt and his Cabinet 
have decided to save what they can from 
the wreckage, and intend to promote a bill 
in Congress to continue the National 
Recovery Administration in ‘‘ skeleton 
form.” Under this bill the Government 
would set a good example to the rest of 
the nation by insisting that the code 
requirements should be fulfilled where its 
own contracts are concerned, and the 
Administration would continue its task of 
discovering the effects of the code on 


industry. It is uncertain whether the 


| scheme that has played so great a part in 


American recovery can be made workable 
again, but behind this question rises 
another which is even larger. The deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court underlined the 
fact that the whole Constitution of the 
United States is dangerously behind the 
times. In every other civilised nation the 
central Government has full power in 
matters that affect the common interests 
of the people. In America many of those 
powers are denied to it, and, although 
Congress may haye made use of them in 
the past, they rightly belong only to the 
individual States. It has been shown 
that the central Government had no con- 
stitutional right to enforce the codes, and 
it would seem that national matters, such 
as the liquor traffic, farming and manu- 
facturing, are also outside its jurisdiction. 
Putting aside the merits or demerits of 
the N.R.A. plan, it is obviously wrong 
that it should have been brought to the 
ground for a reason which would tie the 
hands of Congress in almost every impor- 
tant question. Unless America again is 
prepared to face the results of such a 
theory, she will have to change her Con- 
stitution so as to give more power to the 
central Government and less to the 
States. 


“ Brief Chronicles!” 


The beginning and end of the playwright’s 
and the actor's. task is to hold up the 
mirror to nature.

The winds of March with beauty, 
It needed the passage of three centuries 
and the rise of a Galsworthy for Hamlet's 
rule to be observed, and the national 
pageant to be depictéd as if with the 
camera. In London a Galsworthy Festival 
is being celebrated. An England in which 
no one is poetic; where common folk drop 
their “ h’s’’’ and their betters drop their 
‘‘ g's ’'; where there are no gods save the 
dread Nemesis of the Old Bailey, and 
where laughter is bitter at the best—this 
England is represented with all the power 
of the dead playwright’s art and the con- 
summate, skill of a well-known producer. 
It is noted that foreign visitors are attend- 
ing the Festival in hosts. The Chinese 


‘Ambassador and the former King of Siam 


are among the frequenters of the perform- 
ances, To Asia, thus, Britain reveals its 
sores. Coloured students, who go home to 
the lands of the bazaars, the rice-fields and 
the plain that Mother Nile waters, will 
tell their people that the West is grey. 
The most faithful compendium of English 
portraits, seen on the stage, will furnish 
them with accounts of maddened prisoners 
battering at the doors of their cells, 
women being hounded to starvation or to 
shame, blackmailers bringing down the 
homes of olden families, and gentlefolk 
living as stoics in great houses of despair. 
It was not so when Shakespeare held the 
stage. Tragedy might be portrayed, but 
it was met with courage and faith ; women 
were gentle,. life ceremonial, speech 
lovely, and often lightened with songs 
about the barley and the rye. Western 
credit has been served unkindly by 


Western art. While a Galsworthy has | 


drawn great, masterly, mournful pictures 


of decay, the American film has hurried 
forth almost an -infinity-of images of 
corruption, vulgar and base. In th 
critical. year, when a Royal Jubilee has 


drawn the eyes oí. the East on London, 


we could wish that what is noblest, had 
been set forth—the proud tradition rather. 
than the dark but passing disillusion. 


Slimming 


Fashion plays the tyrant in more ways 
than one. Just as the “ wasp waist ” of 
an earlier generation has been held 
responsible for much of the languor and 
bad health of Victorian young ladies, so 
the habit of “slimming” is being 
denounced as the cause of many present 


ills. Lord Harewood, indeed, drew a rather. 


alarming picture of its consequences in his 
opening speech to the Congress of the 
Roya! Institute of Public Health on Tues- 
day. Tuberculosis, he said, was decidedly 
on the downward trend—except among 
young women. He did not go so far as to 
assert definitely that “ slimming ” was to 
be held to blame, but pointed out that 
the habit, which usually meant depriving 
oneself of a proper food supply, would be 


a definite factor in undermining resistance | 


to the disease, His views have been borne 
out by other doctors, one of whom is 
quoted as saying that “ fashion fills many 
beds in hospitals with tuberculosis 
patients.’’ The prospect would be disturb- 
ing if we looked no further, but, in reality, 
there is little need for the fear that women 
of the present century are any less 
healthy than their mothers and grand- 
mothers. On the contrary, everything 
points to the fact that they are healthier. 
Woman’s place a few generations ago was, 
almost literally, in the home, and she 
seldom emerged from it to take any but 
the most ladylike quantity of exercise and 
fresh air. It is obvious that the average 
girl of to-day leads a far more normal life. 
A few young women, no doubt, affect their 
health by taking an amount of exercise 
quite unsuited to their strength, and a 
few others attempt to gain the fashionable 
‘athletic’ figure by the more drastic 
methods of “ slimming.”’ It is to them 
that Lord Harewood’s warning is 
addressed, and the great majority, we 
think, have little meed for fear.

TOKIO, Wednesday. 

The Japanese military authorities are 
not satisfied, declares the Ax hi Shimbun, 
with the second reply of General Ho Ying 
Ching, head of the Military Council in 
North China, to the Japanese demands 
submitted at Peking on Wednesday last. 
General Ho Ying Ching’s latest statement 
was made in an interview yesterday at 
Peking with the Japanese Chief of Staff 
in North China. 

“His reply,” adds the newspaper, 
‘ cleverly evades the salient points of the 
Japanese demands :— 

“ 1, The dismissal of General Yu-Hsueh- 
Chung, Governor of Hopei Province, and 
other subordinates of Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-Liang. 

‘““2. The withdrawal of the Second, 
Twenty-Fifth and Fifty-First Chinese 
Divisions and other ill-reputed troops 
from North China; and 

“3, The eradication of secret anti- 
Japanese and anti-Manchukuan organisa 
tions.’’ 

[Note— With the Japanese demands was 
given a threat that, if they were not ful- 
filled, Japanese troops would advance 
south of the Great Wall’ and forcibly ex- 
tend the demilitarised zone to include the 
Peking and Teintsin areas. |

RESULT OF THE “WAR” 


The Government had been urged to 
make a settlement, and no mean settle- 
ment was wanted. The country was 
entitled to a good settlement, as the Free 
State, he contended, had something with 
which: to bargain. 

The main import of the economic war 
on the Free State was that people were 
getting inside them in the British market, 
which was theirs by every right and by 
reason of the fact that they bought from 
Great Britain a greater quantity of goods 
than any country. They, however, were 
pushed out by the lack of foresight and 
the mistakes of our administrators.

A man who has been ten times a 
Minister in the French Cabinet and three 
times held the portfolio of Justice 
appeared in the dock at the Seirie Assizes 
to-day. He is Maitre Rene Renoult, 
whose mandate as a Senator was suspended 
in order that he might answer a charge 
of “‘ accepting offers or promises, receiving 
gifts or presents, with the aim of getting 
the public authorities to grant a favour.” 

The charge is brought in connection 
with a Stavisky affair dating back to 
March, 1926, when Maitre Rene Renoult 
was engaged to attempt to settle out of 
court a dispute between Stavisky and two 
exchange brokers, who alleged that they 
had been swindled of 7,000,000 francs. 

A professional fee of 50,000 francs was 
handed over when Maitre Renoult was 
engaged on behalf of Stavisky. 

When negotiations were sufficiently ad- 
vanced Maitre Renoult, in his barrister’s 
robes and accompanied by two other 
lawyers, waited on the Public Prosecutor 
to discover whether, in the event of a 
settlement being reached out of court, the 
judicial authorities would agree not to 
arrest Stavisky. ) 

The answer was in the negative, and 


‘Maitre Renoult then considered his part 


in the affair terminated. . 

Tall, distinguished, and yery composed, 
he explained in court to-day how he came 
to act for Stavisky. ,His professional fee 
of 50,000 francs, he declared, had been 
duly entered on his income tax return. 

Giving evidence, M.. Hayotte, who acted 
as Stavisky’s envoy in the affair, stated 
that Maitre Renoult was»approached as 
a leading barrister, He did not, he added, 
ask for that sum. “TI just slipped an 
envelope containing 50;000 francs as dis- 
creetly as possible on his desk,’’ he ex- 
plained. 

There was a stir when Prouharam, the 
ex-Public Prosecutor, took the oath. He 
warmly defended Maitre Renoult, de- 
claring that he had never brought pressure 
to bear upon him in any way. The attempt 
at settlement out of court, he submitted, 
was normal and perfectly legal. 

The prosecution contends: that neither 
Stavisky nor Maitre Renoult could be 
ignorant of the fact that Maitre Renoult’s 
former position as Minister of Justice 
should facilitate his réle in the affair, and 
that the sum of 50,000 francs constituted 
a “ gift or present ” within the meaning 
of the law. 

Judgment is expected to-morrow.

of the Southern Army in January, 1915, 


when the hard-pressed Austrians in the 
Carpathian Mountains asked the German 
Supreme Command for assistance, and 
succeeded in fortifying the Austro-German 
front against the Russians. 

At the head of his army he reconquered 
Galicia, and took the fortress of Brest- 
Litovsk, and his army ultimately became 


the stronghold of the long-drawn-out fight- 


ing line of the Centra 
Russia. y ae , 
After the war he became famous as the 
General who ordered Berlin to be bombed 
to prevent» a concentration of revolu- 
tionaries in the capital. His orders were

revolutionaries, and on November 17th, 


1918, General von Linsingen resigned his

The debates have been marked by fairness 
and courtesy on both sides. The Opposi- 
tion have had every opportunity of stating 
their case. The Government can be con- 
gratulated both on the completeness of 
their replies and on their readiness to 
accept all reasonable amendments of the 
bill in Committee. The new procedure 
under which debates have been conducted 
since the bill went into. Committee has 
been abundantly: justified by results. The 
system suggested by the Speaker and Lord 
Winterton in 1931 has at last been tried 
out, with the result that the House has 
discussed every feature of what the 
Secretary of State for India described as 
an incredibly complicated bill, without 
once having recourse to guillotine closure 
or late sittings. Mr. Churchill’s con- 
gratulations on this invaluable revival of 
old English Parliamentary customs will 
be echoed by all who have the prestige 
of Parliament at heart; and the other 
point which should be emphasised, even 
at the risk of repetition, is the thorough- 
ness and care with which the bill has 
been amended in Committee. 

The apprehensions of the Indian States 
have been exaggerated by the Opposition, 
but they existed. There were clauses in 
the original bill which were susceptible of 
more than one interpretation, a serious 
weakness in any Constitution, and 
especially in one designed to link the proud 
and ancient Indian autocracies with the 
representative Governments of the Pro- 
vinces of British India. . The re-drafting of 
these clauses of the bill, and the éxplicit 
statement that the rights and obligations 
of the Crown in relation to the States re- 
main unaffected outside the Federal 
sphere, are among the many amendments 
of the bill that should finally dispel the 
fears. of some of the Princes and their 
Ministers. 

Other amendments have been designed to 


of the Government of India, and to safe- 
guard the position of the public services, 
while the insertion of a time-limit on the 
operation of the breakdown clauses of .ie 
bill should console the most suspicious 
Liberal. No bill has been more exhaus- 
tively discussed, more closely examined, 
more carefully amended than this, and the 
House of Commons may well be proud of 
an achievement as great as any in its long 
and glorious history.

WHAT UPSET THE CAT 


————— o-

VY ESTERDAY in the Dail began badly 

for Senator Connolly. He barely had 
started upon his introduction to the 
Estimate for Lands when Mr. Cosgrave 
complained that no one in the House could 
hear a thing. Senator Connolly, doubt- 
less, is more accustomed to the slightly 
moribund atmosphere of the Upper House 
than to the pulsating life of the Lower; 
but certainly throughout his introductory 
speech his voice never attained the 
resonant quality of the true Dail deputy. 

The first speaker after the Minister was 
Deputy Davin, and he condemned the wage 
of 22s. a week which is paid to forestry 
labourers. At this point Deputy Dillon 
taunted him for having voted for the tax 
on the poor man’s tobacco, and Deputy 
Little, Chief Government Whip, cried 
aloud in consternation, ‘‘ Let’s have none 
of that.” Deputy Little has a horror of 
irrelevancy, since it ruins all his plans 
for the business of the day. Deputy 
Little, in general, must have counted yes- 
terday among his most miserable parlia- 
mentary experiences, since on this estimate 
for lands the economic war intruded itself 
at a very early stage, and everyone knows 
what that means. | 


MR. DILLON WAS ANGRY 


The blame possibly could be laid at the 
door of Deputy Dillon. Deputy Kent, 
speaking after Deputy Davin, had sug- 
“wear in a kindly fashion that those who 
iad been evicted in the bad old days 
should now be given first preference when 
it came to the distribution of land. Deputy 
Kent is a tall, white-haired deputy of 
somewhat advanced years; and I have 
never seen a man more thunderstruck 
than Deputy Kent when Deputy Dillon 
told him that his apparently benevolent 
speech was ‘‘ enough to make a cat sick,” 
‘“ Enough to make a cat sick ” emerged 
from Mr. Dillon like water from a hydrant. 
Deputy Kent, it seemed, should have been 
concerned with the destitute farmer, and 
not the events of a bygone age. Deputy 
Dillon was more angry than he has ever 
been. Once when he took up a letter the 
page shook in his hand. He showed how 
eighty cows were sold in Fermoy for £90, 
and then re-sold in the North for £725; 
he accused the Government of legalised 
robbery ; even in his rage he abandoned 
the little mannerisms of speech which 
Deputy Smith imitates so well. He told 
the House of a man who was asked to pay 
rates, although he had eaten no meat for 
two years; he showed the House how that 
man’s children had to walk to school 
every morning after a breakfast of dry 
bread ; and he roared at the Government 
that they laughed and jeered when things 
like this were brought to their notice. 
“Has Fianna Fail gone mad?” cried 
Deputy Dillon in a paroxysm of rage and 
despair. 

TWO DEPUTIES ASKED TO 
LEAVE 

The hunt by now was up, and the 
economic war firmly installed. Deputy 
Donnelly began to talk about the Opposi- 
tion campaign against the non-payment 
of annuities, and’ angered Deputy Finlay 
to the pitch of madness. He said he 
refused to listen to “ old Donnelly.’’ talk- 
ing about farming, when he did not know 
the difference between a hen and a bul- 
lock. Deputy Finlay continued to say 
this, until the Ceann Comhairle asked him 
to leave. .‘‘ Here, let me out,” said 
Deputy Finlay, and departed. Later 
Deputy O'Leary followed him outside, 
because he called Deputy Norton a lar, 
and subsequently a cur. 

Deputy Norton, as a matter of fact, did 
invite a certain measure of interruption. 
He followed too closely the evil example 
of Deputy Dillon, On this, an estimate 
for lands, Deputy Norton mentioned 
what Deputy Belton had said in Rath- 
coole in 1926, Deputy Minch in 
Monasterevan in 1932, and ex-Deputy 
Heffernan in Clonmel in the same year. 
He made a careful analysis of Deputy 
Belton, brought in General O’ Duffy, and 
touched upon two general elections and a 
by-election. At 6.30 Deputy Dillon rose 
to his feet. ‘‘ If Deputy Norton goes on 
like this,” he said gravely, “ 1 am going 
to make a speech of enormous length in 
reply.” Within a few minutes Deputy 
Norton had finished. On his own admis- 
sion the prospect was too appalling. - ' 


IRRELEVANCY 


As the debate wore on it became ever 
more unrestrained. Deputy Murphy told 
the House that Deputy Dillon, who had 
been complaining about low wages, had 
made a cut of £1 in the salaries of his 
eamployés and then prosecuted them for 
picketing. Deputy MacDermot tried to 
have Deputy Murphy silenced on, the 
grounds of irrelevancy ; but soon Deputy 
Dillon returned to defend himself, and 
there was some discussion as to whether 
he had or had not called Deputy Murphy 
“a dirty rat.”

THE LEVY ON FARMERS’

on their own farms more than 20/b, in any

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that if the amendment was carried the 
finances ef the bill would have to be altered. 
Section 16 was put in purposely to exempt 
certain people. 

Mr. JAMESON said that if they were to 
emancipate certain sections of the butter- 
making community from the levy, they 
would be driven to increase the taxation of 
the ordinary citizen. If they did not ¢ollect 
the levy on farmers’ butter they would not 
be able to pay the bounty on the export of 
the surplus. ee 

The MINISTER pointed out the position 
during the past three years, when, he said, 
there was a great deal of export of butter 
in June, July and August, on account of the 
bounties, but the money would have to be 
paid back when there was no export, and 
the butter was being consumed in the home 
market. 

Mr. P. F. BAXTER suggested that the 
money’ for the bounties bháid be obtained 
from the Land Annuities fund, which, he 
thought, would be able to make up the diffe- 
rence. To some extent he was in favour 
of the bill, as it would be the means of 
raising the quality of farmers’ butter. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that the amend- 
ment, if passed, would disorganise the whole 
machinery of the bill. The overwhelming 
majority of faam butter makers would not 
register.

Mr. COUNIHAN moved an amendment 
providing for the fixing of maximum and 
minimum prices for non-creamery butter. 

The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE 
said that farmers’ butter was not uniform in 
quality. It would be impossible to fix a 


minimum price, owing to the different 
degrees of quality. Jf the industry was 
organised sufficiently well to cnable the 


butter to be put into classes, something 
might be done, At present, however, the 
suggestion was impracticable. 

The amendment was then withdrawn, and 
the bill passed its Committee stage. The 
Report stage was fixed for to-day. 

The House adjourned until 3 p.m. to-day.

VIENNA, Wednesday. 

A stampede of stamp collectors has been 
produced in Vienna by the discovery of an 
observant philatelist that the lower Austrian 
peasant, portrayed in the current six- 
groscheu stamp, wears his ears back to front.

In the resumed debate on the motion for 
the third reading of the Government of India 
Bull, Mr. Churchill said that they were at the 
ead of a long fight, and he was ready to 
admit that the forces in support of the bil) 
had proved too strong for those who opposed 
it. 

The Secretary of State had carried through 
this monumental bill, and the responsibility 
lor 1t remained with him. In the cheers with 
which, no doubt, the victory would be hailed 
to-night, they hoped and prayed there might 
not mingle the knell of the British Empire 
in the East. 

Colonel Gretton, in a reference to the 
Irish Free State, said that immediately it 
was set up it became the stock business of 
certain people to aggravate the differences 
between the new State and the British 
Empire. One by one the safeguards had 
been whittled away, and it was only now 
that the Free State was hesitating whether 
to declare an independent Republic or not. 

The third reading was carried by 386 votes 
to 122, and the bill was sent to the House 
of Lords, 


THE INCHICORE DISPUTE 


As a result of a conference between repre- 
sentatives of the National Union of Vehicla 
Builders, the Dublin. Trade Union Counci, 
and the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
a basis of settlement has been found in the 
Inchicore tram workshops dispute. It is 
anticipated that the final arrangements will 
be made to-day, and that there will be an

The 
incident gave much amusement to the King 
on his arrival. 

Sir Charles Madden entered the , Royal 
Navy as a cadet in July, 1875, and had his 
first experience of active service in the 
Egyptian War of , when he 
was Acting Sub-Lieutenant in Hi M.S, Ruby. 
The Joccmotivé torpedo, then a. newly- 
invented weapon, at that time was beginning 
to attract attention. Young Madden made a 
special vin 2 of it. From. 1893 he was for 
three years First Lientenant and Staff Officer 
of the Vernon Torpedo ‘Schoolship. ‘After a 
period at the Admiralty he wént to sea again 
in 1907 as captain of H.M:S. Dreadnought 
end Chief of Staff, Home Fieet. Soon, how: 
ever, he returned to Whitehall as Private 
Secretary to the First Lord and from’ 1910-1] 
as Junior Sea Lord. Flag rank: came te.him 
in 1911; when he was, appointed . successively. 
Rear-Admniiral in the First Division. of .the 
Home Fleet and Rear-Admiral Commanding 
the Third and Second Cruiser Squadrons. 
Sir John Jellicoe, on being appointed to 
to Command the Grand Fleet on the eve of 
war, got Admiral Madden as his Chief of 
Staff. In this capacity Madden served until 
in 1917 he became Second in Command of 
the Grand Fleet. He was in the Fleet Flag- 
ship with Jellicoe in the battle of . Jutland, 
and was mentioned thus in the Commander- 
in-Chief’s depatch :— 

‘Throughout a period of twenty-one 
months of war his services have been of in- 
estimable value. His good judgment, his 
long experience of fleets, special gift for 
organisation, and his capacity for unlimited 
work have all been of the greatest assistance 
to me, and have relieved me of much of the 
anxiety inseparable from the conduct of the 
Fleet during the war. In the stages leading 
up to the Fleet action and during and after 
the action he was always at hand. to assist, 
and his judgment never at fault. I owe him 
wore than I can say.” 

After the war Sir Charles was created a 
Baronet. From 1919-22 he commanded the 
Atlantic Fleet, and was afterwards appointed 
principal Atde-de-Camp to the King. He 
became Admiral of the Fleet in 1924, was 
First Sea Lord and Chief of the Naval Staff, 
1927-30, and in the following year was placed 
on the retired list. 

Sir Charles Madden was a brother-in-law 
of Lord Jellicoe,. having. married, in 1905, the 
third daughter of Sir Charles Cayzer. He is 
succeeded in the title by his son, Charles 
Edward. 

The first part of the Funeral Service for 
Sir Charles Madden will take place in West- 
minster Abbey at noon to-morrow.

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COMMANDER D. A. GARVEY, 
R.N. (RETIRED) 


We regret to announce the death of Com- 
mander Douglas Armstrong (‘‘Tim’’) Garvey, 
R.N. (retired), which took place at 41 Raglan 
road, Dublin, yesterday, from pneumonia. 

Commander Garvey, who was forty-two 
years of age, was the only surviving son of 
Mr. John Garvey, D.L., O.B.E., and Mrs. 
Garvey, of Vevay House, Bray, and formerly 
of Ballina, County Mayo. He received his 
early education at the Cordwallis School, 
Maidenhead, and went to the Royal Naval 
College at Osborne when he was thirteen 
years of age. During the Great War he saw 
a great deal of service with the Fleet, and 
was the youngest Lieutenant.in command of 
one of His Majesty’s ships at that time. He 
took part in the batter of Jutland, and later 
in the operations at the Dardanelles. At the 
close of the War he was at Scapa Flow when 
the German Fleet was scuttled. His elder 
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Commanper Gakyery, 


brother was killed in France during the War. 

While commanding a gunboat. on the 
Yangtse River in 1927 he carried out a daring 
operation, and succeeded in rescuing more 
than fifty women and children during the 
Chinese disturbances in the area at that time. 
He was highly commended for his bravery on 
this occasion. In 1931, when he voluntarily 
retired from the Royal Navy, Commander 
Garvey was given the rank of Honorary 
Captain, but always preferred to be known by 
the rank he held on active service. 

He was married in 1929 to Elinor, daughter 
of the late Mr. W. A. Ryan, of Ballsbridge, 
Dublin, and is survived by hig widow and two 
children, ee 

Since his retirement from the-Navy, Com- 
mander Garvey, who was a member of the 
Masonic Order, has resided in Ireland. He 
was a member of both the United Services 
Club and the Kildare Street Club, ‘and ‘was 
very popular with his large circle of friends 
in this country. He took a very. keen interest 
in all forms of sport, and particularly riding, 
fishing and shooting. 


MR. HENRY YOUNG 
The death occurred at his residence, Eaton 
Park, Dun Laoghaire, yesterday; of Mr. 
Henry Young, who was a well-known official 
of the Dublin Corporation prior to his retire- 
ment in 1921.. Mr; Young, who was a son

AGRICULTURE IN 
THE FREE STATE 


_—-o- 


HE third report of the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture for the 
financial year 1933-34 reviews the posi- 

tion of the agricultural industry during that 
period. This was the first year in which 
bounties were payable for the growing of 
wheat, and as a result the area under the 
crop jumped by 136.1 per cwt., or to 50,491 
acres, as against 21,388 acres in the previous 
year. 

There were also increases of 14,000 acres, 
or 13.5 per cent., in the area devoted to 
barley; of 2,540 acres, or 0.4 per cent., in 
that devoted to oats; of 1,590 acres, or 10.2 
per cent., in that devoted to sugar beet; and 
of 478 acres, or 104.4 per cent., in that 
devoted to flax. | 

The acreage under oats and barley 
fluctuated to some extent, while that under 
flax had failen so greatly in recent years— 
from 10.688 acres in 1925 to 458 acres in 
1952—that the increase of 104.4 per cent. has 
not the significance it might otherwise appear 
lo have. These increases were counter- 
balanced to some extent by reductions in the 
acreages under potatoes, turnips, cabbage 
and hay, and these brought down the net 
percentage increase to 1.1. 

According to the een the yield of wheat 
was above the preceding ten years’ average 
in quantity, and was otherwise satisfactory, 
the great bulk of the grain being of good 
milling quality. 

The yield of potatoes in the year was the 
third largest on record—namely, 7.3 tons per 
statute acre, the other two records being 
8.7 tons per acre in 1932 and 8.3 tons per 
acre in 1929. . 

The total number of cattle. in the Free 
State on the Ist June, 1933, was estimated 
to be 4,136,591, or 111,511 more than in the 
previous year. This increase was reflected in 
every class of cattle except those under one 
rats which showed a reduction of 14,123, or 
4 per cent. Milch cows increased by 38,493, 
or 3.1 per cent.; heifers in calf by 2,143, or 
3.2 per cent.; bulls by 1,294. or 5.6 per cent. ; 
cattle of three years old and over by 10,759, or 
48 per cent.; cattle of two years and under 
three by 39,252, or 6.5 per cent.; and cattle 
of one year and under two by 33,695, or 3.9 
per cent. 


FALL IN CATTLE EXPORTS 


During the calendar year ended S3ilst 
December, 1933, the export trade in live 
cattle fell Fs gang The aggregate 
number ¢xported was ,862, as compared 
with 645,180 in 1932 and 765,952 in 1931, and 
the value was £6,054,827, as compared with 
£8,764,674 in 1932 and £12,669,504 in 1931.
